For the murder of Paul R. Fox, for­ 
merly of Gettysburg, and Louis O. 
Knapp, two coal and iron policemen 
of the Vesta Coal 
company, Tony * 
Lucitti, former West Brownsville boot-* 
lugger, must forfeit his life in the 
electric chair.

by

lecommended the death penalty for 
the* slayer, at W ashington, Pa., this 
v lek. 
, 
Fox was a son of C. A. Fox, former 
G ettysburg policeman, now . »tployed 
by the Metropolitan Edison Electric 
«ompany. 
The two coal and iron p< Hearten 
were shot down on the night of Feb­ 
ruary 7, 11127. 
Knapp died instantly, 
but Fox lived a few days before he 
succumbed to a 
number 
of 
bullet 
wounds. 
The jurors who heard the testimony 
against Lucitti w ere 
polled 
twice, 
each man rising and facing the con­ 
victed slayer and saying: “Guilty of 
murder in the first degree and fix 
the penalty at death.” 
Lucitti to >'• 
the verdict calmly, but his twenty- 
year-old wife, tho m other of two chil­ 
dren, fainted and was placed under 
the care of a physician. 
Roy 
Wenrich, 
an accomplice of 
Lucitti in the shooting, has already 
l>eon convicted and sentenced to life 
imprisonment for his pert 
in the 
crime. 
Sentencing **f Lucitti was de­ 
ferred by the* court in order to give 
his counsel time to Mc motions for a 
new trial. 
After the jurors were dismissed by 
th * court, the widows of Knapp and 
Fox shook hand' w ith ©ach of them as 
they left the court room.

Lakehurst, March 3.— (A P )—A fter 
battling strong winds and a blinding 
snow storm over her home field all 
night, the dirigible Los Angeles was 
walked safely into her hangar at 7 a. 
rn. today, completing 
a 4,000 mile 
round trip flight to Panama. 
Four sailors who were carried into 
the air clinging to the handrails of 
the giant ship when the snow storm 
swept across the field, forcing a sud­ 
den ascent after an attem pted land­ 
ing, were pulled to safety inside tho 
cabin.

dirigible was some 20 feet 
off

ground was only slightly injured in 
the fall. 
The big airship quickly disappeared 
in the snow and fears th at she might 
have met the same fate as the Shen­ 
andoah were expressed by members 
of the ground crew which had almost 
succeeded in taking her into the han­ 
gar when the storm broke.
